But I only 
managed a few steps, The people on the platform were all pushing towards the 
train and I was forced back with them. That’s when I noticed the smell, A man 
behind me said, ‘I think there’s a fire in the station upstairs. Get on this train, if 
you can, 

‘We tried to get back in, but there was no room. The doors closed and the 
train left without us. The smell of smoke was getting worse. People were 
alarmed. You don’t often see people in the subway talking to each other. But that 
day they did. People were trying to find out where exactly the fire was and how 
bad it was. I thought of Andy waiting for me and I kept wondering if I should 
try to get to the exit anyway. Then there was an announcement on the 
loudspeaker: ‘Don’t panic. It’s just a small litter fire.’ 

“Smoke began to fill the air. We tried to keep calm waiting for another 
train. Then there was another announcement: ‘Stand back, please. This train will 
not be stopping.’ That was when people began to panic. 

“The train came in. It slowed down, but it didn’t stop. People crowded 
towards it shouting and banging on the windows. There was plenty of room on 
it, but they didn’t open the doors and we couldn’t get on. 

“Suddenly six or seven policemen appeared on the platform, They told us 
to go to the escalator. Everyone started to push and scream. The escalator was 
working but some people tried to scramble up the steep slope between the up 
escalator and the down one. 

“About halfway up, I started to feel the heat on my legs and I saw little 
flames around the side of the escalator steps. At the same time, I saw some 
people on the down escalator. There were two businessmen, a woman, and some 
teenagers. I shouted, ‘Don’t go down. The trains aren’t stopping.’ Maybe they 
didn’t hear, or maybe they were determined to get to their trains. I guess they'd 
gotten past the fire and believed the announcement that it was just a little trash 
fire. Anyway, they went on down and, you know, they must have been killed. 

“At the top, the smoke was black and the air was very hot. There was a 
smell of burning rubber and the walls were sizzling. It was very hard to breathe. 
Smoke was coming out of the ceiling. I heard a woman’s voice through the 
smoke crying, ‘Please help me.’ I couldn’t see the woman and I’m afraid I didn’t 
look for her.

A Woman’s Secret 


J kept my secret for five long years,” the old woman told 

the newspaper reporter. The year was 1819. The woman 
lived in England and she was 106 years old. The reporter did 
not think she looked more than 60 or 70. 

The woman’s name was Phoebe Hessell. When she was 
15, Phoebe fell in love with a young soldier, William 
Golding. Golding’s regiment was sent to the West Indies. 
Phoebe did not want to be separated from him, and there 
was only one way she could follow him. She dressed in men’s 
clothing and joined another regiment which she knew was 
also going to the West Indies. 

We will never know how she kept her secret for so 
long. Of course, in those days, there was not much of a 
medical examination for young men before they joined the 
army. It was enough if they had two good arms and legs and 
if they were not blind. 

Phoebe stayed in the West Indies for five years. 
However, in 1733, her lover’s regiment was ordered back to 
Europe. There was only one way she could follow him again; 
somehow she had to get out of the army. She went to an 
officer’s wife and told her the truth. By the time Phoebe got 
back to England, her lover was also there. He had been 
wounded and was in a military hospital, close to death. She 
nursed him back to health, and they were married shortly 
afterwards. They lived together on the south coast of 
England for almost so years, until Golding died in 1783. 

Phoebe had eight children, seven of whom died in 
infancy. She earned her living by selling fruit. In 1788, she 
married again. Her second husband was a fisherman whose 

name was William Hessell. 

Before she died in 1821, at the age of 108, she met King 
George IV. He gave her a small pension and said that she was 
“a jolly good fellow.”
